NASHVILLE. 


NASHVILLE, March 10.—Ex-President 
Johuson made bis promised speech in 
this city to-day, at the east front of the 
courthouse, opposite the City Hall. There 
were about 3000 men in the crowd g*th- 
ered around him, whilst the portico of 
the hotel was nearly filled with iadies. 
The day was fair, but a strong wind pre- 
vailed. 

In the opening part of his speech he 
thanked the people for their attendance, 
saying that he appeared before them as 
a private citizen, whose ambition had 
been fully gratified, and who desired no 

office at their hands. 

Hethen made an exhaustive review 
of the public finances and the public 
debt, which be warned the people never 
to permit to become a permanent debt. 
His remarks on this head were in ac- 

 gord with bis previously expreesed views 
of political economy in bis messages to 
Congress. 

He then made a defense of his exer- 
cise of the pardunirg power. He was 
not infaliible, he said, and might bave 
pardoned some that ought not te have 
been pardoned, aud negiecied to pardon 
others entitled to pardon. e had acted 
from the purest motives and best judg- 
ment with the light before him. He 
spoke three quarters of an hour to the 
begroes, many of that class being pres- 
ent, about ‘* Moses,’’ and reminded them 
that it was he who had deciared them 
free in Tennessee, when the State was 
excepted from Lincoln’s Prociamation, 
and ieft them free when he went to 
Washington, but now, on bis return, he 
found them slaves again, slaves to the 
Loyal Leagues, but he inteuded to free 
them again. He then proceeded to re- 
wiew the Bovk,’’ containing the 
ritual of the Loyal Leagues, and read 
from it, aud warned them against this 
new species of thraidum. His comments 
upon the riturals were excecding!ly se- 
vere, and reminded one of his war upon 
the Know Nothings in 1555. | 

He then referred to toe disfranchise- 
ment and attempted degradation of 

100,000 white Tennesseeaus, aud de- 

nounced the conspiracy of the League 
managers, deciaring the form of govern- 
mentin Tennessee unrepublican and in 
violation of the Constitution and funda- 
mental principles of a free American 
government. 

Alluding to the acceptance of gifts by 
public men he said it was improper and 
unbecoming. ‘* For myael’,’’ he said, ‘I 
could not feel that respect which An- 
drew Jebnson ebouli feel for Andrew 
Johnson, were i, on siighting from my 
carriage and entering my home to know 
that lowed them to the gift of friends.”’ 

The speech occupied near three hours, 
and was well received. 

A committee from Memphis has ar- 
rived to escort him to that city.

NEW ORLEARS. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 10.— Gov. 
Warmoth to-day applied to the Seventh 
District Court for a susp3nsion appeal

and Gov. Warmoth remains in charge 
of the office. 

The argument on a demurrer to the ju- 
risdiction of the First District Court, in 
ita’ judicaments against Auditor Wick- 
liffe for official misdemeanors, closed to- 

day. Tbe Judge reserved bis decision 

until next Saturday, but intimated that 
the demurrer would be sustained, it being 
his opinion that the Legislature alone

WASHINGTON. 


- WASHINGTON, April 10 —Both Heuses 
have passed,» and the President has 
signed, an important bill amending the 
judicial system of the United States, It 
provides for nine new Circuit Judges for 
the judicial districts, at a salary of five 
thousand dollars a year, to be appointed 
by the President and confirmed by the 
Senate. These Judges are to hold the 
terms of court now held by the Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Court. The bill 
further provides for an additional Justice 
ofthe Supreme bench, and that any 
Judge of any court of the United States, 
who, baving held bis commission ae 
such at least ten years, shall after having 
attained the age of seventy years, resigu 
his office, shail thereafier, during the 
residue of his pAtural life, receive the 
game salary which by law was payabie 
to him. =

THE LOYAL MILITIA. 


Their Raids and Gutrages in 
Haywood County, Tenn. 


NEAR WoopvILLE, HAY Woop 
April, 
Editors Memphis Appeal : 
Gentlemen —I address you for the pur- 
pose of lettung the world Know through 
your columns some of the actipgs sand 
doings cf the Tenne:-see loyal militia, 
while upon their recent raid to this vi- 
cinity, holding it, as I do, to be the duty 
of those competent to the task—that is, 
thos have had capacity and oppor- 
tunity for observatiou—to lay before the 
worid the inner workiugs of the military 
despotism at present established over 
Tennessee. Living in the immediate 
vicinity of that portion of country 
against which the raid wae direcied, and 
having not only observed the epormi- 
ties, but in common with many others 
of my neighbors bereabouts, suf- 
ered them ip my own property 
and person, I think I stall be 
able to sketch a few occurrences 
which will show up tbe charac- 
ter of the large and formidabls body of 
bandits now stationed at Humboldt, 
West Tennessee, aud called by the Rad- 
icals “The Tennessee State Guards,’’ 
but known by the people generally by 
that late synonym for outrage, robbery 
and plunder, militia.’’ Dreadful and 
dreaded name! ‘Tae bare mention of it 
in the family circle causes the men to 
compress their lips and their faces to 
grow stern; the matron to turn psler, 
and cast anxious glances upon her little 
brood gathered around ; and the child- 
ren, as if by instinct, to cling closer to 
the sides of their natural protectors. 
The terrible crimes which these licensed 
murderers and robbers have lately com- 
mitted in Arkansas, snd those which 
have transpired, and sre siill transpir- 
ing, in Tennessee, have. given to tne 
term a horrivle significance. 
Sometime last failanegro named Req- 


biacksmitb shop in this neighborhood, 
suddenly disappeared, and the next 
thing that was heard of him, 
he was at Nashviile, endeavor 
ing to prevail upon the 
authorities there to fursish him a wili- 
tary force to return tothe neighborhood 
cf his shop to enforce payment of the 
debts due to bim for his blacksmith 
work, it being impossible, herepre-enied, 
to obisin satisfaction by civil means. 
Accordingly, when the late militia force 
wes raised, Redmood was furnished with 
squad composed of Lieutenant and 
twenty or twenty-five men. They re- 
mained in the neighborhood several days, 
levyiag their contributions upon the peo- 
ple promiscuously, alleging iu each case, 
however, that the individusl was in- 
debted ts Redmond in the sxmount de- 
manded. The people, too badiy scared 
to gainsay their demands, avi giad 
enough to get off with a merely pecuni- 
ary mulct, complied promptly with their 
requirements. Atclength, ove night, 
about ten o’clock, the squad preteuded 
to take fright at the threatened attack cf 
a body of enkocwn men; that is, in 


the village of Woodvile, about 2 
mile distant, they beard the dis- 
charge of two guns and one or 


two shouts, and nastily gathering up 
their baggage, they staried in the dark- 
ness for Brownsville, abcut eighteen 
miles distant, on foot, which they reached 
the next mornicg, ¢niirely relieved of 
their scare, if they had ever been ecared, 
but terribly mad and loud in their de- 
Clarations that northwestern Hxywood 
was adoomed country. A few days afier 
this, a battalion, consisting of about a 
hundred and fifty men, re'urned to 

Woodville. They were loud ia their 

threats of bloodshed, and disturbed the 

equanimity of the communily no little. 

They made several arrests, but those 

whom it was thought would be most ob. 

noxious to them, heariog of their com- 

ing, took occasion to Eeep out of the way. 
They arrested Dr. Swaoson, of Wood- 

ville, a highly respectabie gentiemen, 

upon the charge of complicity in whip- 

ping anegro. The battalion was caw ped 

in Woodville in sud around the Masonic 

Hall. The Messrs. Cheney, merchants 

of Woodviile, and friends to Dr. Swan- 

son, went to the Major command- 

irg, and requested to be allowed to 

have the doctor in their keeping until 

the day when be would be required to 

anewer their charges, binding them- 

selves in whatever penalty the Mejor 

migbt exact, to produce him on the day 

specified. The Major parleyed with them 

some time about it, and at last decided 

that he should not be taken out of camp, 

but that be might be taken intoan upper 

room of the Masonic Ha!}, and their 

kept, separate from the soldiers, to aveid 

their ineults and abuse, Ascending to 

the door of the upper room, they discov 

ered that they bad no key to unlock it, 

and one of the party was about to returo 

to bring akey, when the Mejor told him 

he pneedn’t troubie himself, forhe hada 

bunch of keys io his pocket, some ove of 
which would fit any lock in the couatry; 

whereupon, producing a large buncd of. 
keys, of every cuoncsivable pattero, he. 
soon found one that fitted the lock, and 

the door was opened. 

Bennett Griffith bsd a grocery in 
Woodvilie, asd having beard ihat his 
arrest was threatened by the bandiis he 
betook himeelf to the bushes, having 
first instructed his clerk, Monuros Ander- 
son, to lock the door of his grocery, 
and not to open it while the force re- 
mained. The first night that the batial- 
ion staid in Woodville, the Major, by 
means of his magic keys, wert into the 
grocery and helped bimeelf and mess to, 
candles, sardines, oysters, whisky, etc., 
but carefully: excluded all others. It is 
asid that he never gid go intothe grocery 
in daytime, but at night fie would open 
it and supply his m-ss for the bext 
twenty four bours. Finding that his 
méss could not by itseliexhaust (he gro- 
cery of its contenis during their etay 1% 
the neisfhiborhood, on the night before 
they left be took his whole battalion over 
and bade ihem revel. After they ‘eft 
Anderson entered tiie grocery and found 
thivgs in a wreck, end every thib ga'u- 
able that could be transported, carried 
away. This is one instance of many 0° 
the same sort. 

Asquid of seven, composed of cre he 
groaud six white men, cams to My 
nouse, and I being absent from home 
they informed my wife that she musi 
pay them for Redmond thirteen doilars 
Sie was fortunate enough to have the 
money, and psid them. I, however, 
just'y owed Redmond eight dollars; so 
that the amount of stealage in this trane- 
action was ouly five doilars, They then 
commanded my wife to prepare dinner 
for them, which shedid.

The Little Rock Rallroad—The Missis-

Fhe Little Reeck Railroad, 

It is wiih great pleasure that we are 
abie to announce to our readers the pro- 
gress now being made on this road. We 
are informed that the bridge over the St. 
Francis river will be completed this 
week. The road for ten miies beyond 
the St. Francis river is already graded, 
and track-layiuvg will be commenced im- 
mediately, as. ties, timber, etc., are ai- 
ready cut and on the ground. One 
thousand tons of iron are lying in New 
Orieaus, and two thousand tons are 
efloat, on their way from England. Mr. 
Carlysie, an o:d and experienced con- 
tractor, has taken the contract for White 
river bridge, and will commence work 
on it forthwith. He bas bough: for that 
purpose the steamer Robert P. Converse 
anda number of barges, aud has also 


purchased in this city his provisions, 
teols, etc. He starts for Desvali’s Bluff 
during the coming week to commence 
operations, ‘the contractors are now 
paying two doliars a day to hands, and 
employing all that come along, as they 
have work for any bumber. So we may 


hope soon to Lave trains running through 
to Litule Ruck.

RECONSTRUCTION. 


Message from the President. 


He Urges Congress to Provide, 
Betore Adjournment, for the 
Admission of Virginia aud 
Mississippi. 


WASHINGTON, April 7, 1869.—The fol- 
lowing message was received from the 
President by Congress, at four o’clock 
this afternoon : 


While I am aware that the time in 
which Congress proposes now to remain 
in session is very brief, and that it is its 
desire, as far as consistent with the pub- 
lic interest, to avoid entering upon the 
general businees of legislation, there is 
one subject which concerns so deeply the 
welfare of the country that I deem it 
my duty to bring it before you. 

{ have no doubt you will concur with 
me in the «pinion that itis desirable to 
restore the States which were engaged in 
the rebellion to their relatious to the 
Goverument and the country at as early 
a period as the weer of these States 
shall ba found -willing to become 
peaceful and crderly communities, and 
to adopt and maintain such constitutions 
and laws as will effec'uall'y secure the 
civil and political rights of al) persons 
within their borders.~- The authority of 
the United States, which has been vin- 
dicated and established by its military 
power, must undoubtedly be aszerted for 
the absolute protection of aij! its citizens 
in the full enjoyment cof that freedom 
aod security which is the otject of Re- 
publican Government; but whenever 
the people of a rebellious State are ready 
to entertain good faith upon the accom- 
plishment of this object in entire con- 
formity with the constitutional authority 
of Congres?, it is certainly desirable that 
all causes of irritation snculd be removed 
as promptly as possible; that a more 
perfect union may bs established and 
the country restored to peace and pros- 


perity. 
Tne Convention of the people of Vir- 


cember 3, 1867, framed a Constitution 
for that State, which was adopted by the 
Convention on the 17th of April, 1568, 
and I disire. respectfully to call the at- 
tention of Congress tc tha propriety of 
providing by the law for holding an elec- 
tion iu that State, atsome time during 
the month of May or June next, under 
the direction of tue military commander 
of the Dia'rict, at which the question of 
the adoption of that Constitution shali 
be submitted to the citizens of the State; 
and, if this should seem desirable, I 
would recommend thata separate vote 
be taken upon such parts as may be 
thought expedient; and that at the same 
time, and uncer the same _ author 

ity, there thail be an election for 
the officers provided for under such Con- 
stitution ; aud that the Coustitution, or 


adopted by the people, ba submitted to 

Copgress on the first Monday ct Decem- 

ber next for its consideration, so that if: 
the same is then approved, the necessary 

steps wi'l have been taken for tie resior- 

ation of Virginia to its proper relations to 

the Union. 

I am led to make this recommendation 
from the confident hope and belief that 
the peopie of that Siate are now ready 
tu Co-operate with the national govern- 
mentin bringing it into sush relations 
to the Union as it ought, as soon as pos- 
sibie, to establish and maintain, and to 
give to all its people those equal rights 
uoder the jaw which are asserted in the 
Declaration of Independence. 

Ia the words of one of the most illus- 
trious sons, I desire also to ack the con- 
sideration of Congress to the question 
whether there is not just ground for be- 
lieving that the constitution framed by 
&@ convention of the people of Mississippi 
for that Siate, and once rejected, might

CUBA. 

The position of the Administration on 
the Cuban question was again the sub- 
ject of a Cabinet consultation to-dsy, 
and the position assumed by Secretary 
Fish that this Government must masib- 
tain for itself the policy it exacted of for- 
eign powers during the late war, regard- 
ing belligerent tights, was fully ap- 
proved. There will therefore be notbitig 
done by the Government, looking to the 
recoguiiion of the Cuban insurgente. 
American citizenpa, however, who have 
been arrested in Cuba, will be protected 
by this Goveramen. 

NAVAL AFFAIRS IN THE WEST INDIES. 

The Navy Depariment dispatched or- 
ders to Admiral H: ff to-day, directing 
him to send the steamer Gettysburg ob 
survey duty, with orders to take a line 
of soundings on the northern coast of 


Juan and Porto Rivo, and thence to St. 
Thomas and Demarsra and interme- 
diate islands, concluding at Barbadoes. 
The instructions have been carefully pre- 
pared, leaving the power in the hands of 
Admiral Hoff to changes the destination 
of the Gettysburg in case she is more ur- 
gently needed elsewhere. 


THE BOUNIY BILL. 


The Serate bas paased the joint reso- 
dation of Mr. Wilson, for the protection 
soldiers and their heirs. The resolu- 
tion provides that bounties shall be paid 
or sent by the sgents of the Government 
direct to the soldiers or the heira entilied 
to them, without the intervention of 
claim agents. There is little prospeci 
that the measure will pass the H-use, 
owing to the pressure of more important 
business. The lat body msy, bow- 
ever, consider it without reference to the 
Military Committee, in which case it 
will undoubtedly pass. 


RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 


Both houses have passed the river and 
harbor appropriation bill, and it was 
sigced by the President to-day. It ap- 
propriates the sum of two million doi- 
Jars for the fiscal yearending June 30, 
1869, and the year ending Juae 30, 1870, 
to be expended for the repair, extensior, 
precervation and completion of worka 
forthe improvement of rivers and har- 
bore under the direction of the Secretary 
of War, and the Secretary of War 
ia authorized to cauze such expenditure; 
to be made so as best to subserve the 
interest of commerce, and he is required 
to report to Congress at the open:ng of 
its December session all the expenditures 
made under the provisions of the act up 
to that time in detail. 

BILLS SIGNED. 


The following bills were signed by the 
President to-day : A bili for the relief of 
Joseph P. Tysff2, Commander in the 
United States Navy; a bili making ap 
appropriation for the improvement of 
rivers and herbors for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1769, and the year end- 
ing June 30, 1870; a joint resolution con- 
cerning vacancies in the Adjutant-Gen- 
erai’s Department ; a bill to renew cer- 
tain grants of land to the State of Ala- 
bamas, and a bill to repeal an act of the 
Legislature of New Mexico imposing a 
capitation tax on bovine cattle.

The Interior Workings of the 
Loyal Leagues. 


Special Dispatch to the Memphis Appeal. | 

NASHVILLE, April 10.—Ex- President 
Jobnson spoketo 12,000 or 15,000 persons 
to-day. The Pabiic Square was a living 
mass. Many negroes were present, list- 
exiog with marked attention. He spoke 
thres hours, and at the close, men fa- 
miliar with his speeches for twenty years 
oronounced it the mostipowerful effurt 
of bis life. The telegraphic report is 
necessarily defective, but the following 
‘gan outline: 

He eaid his public appesrances were 
generally in canvasses for public snpport, 
but now he came to his adopteu State as 
a cit:zen, seeking po office, but simply 
to heip the people to restore peace and 
prosperity to the State. There had been 
crimination and reconstruction. As far 
as I am concerned, I hope the time 
has come when all can lay aside 
asperity and consider calmiy the 
principles of the Government, ard 
unite in posseesing the constitutional 
legacy inherited from the fatbers. This 
is the home of my choice. I come to ii 
not broken, though I may be bent by 
the storms of state. The issue now be- 
fore the country is whether we shall have 
a constitutional Government or whether 
Congress is above the Constiltution— 
clothed with arbitrary power. One man 
power is bad, but many men power is 
worse. In cur system the Executive 
power is uegative, not aggressive. So is 
the Judiciary. But Congress assumes, 
under the pretense of power to pass lawa, 
to be supreme. By passing a law by 
a two-thirds vote Congress overrides the 
President, and by taking jurisdiction from 


and become in effect supreme, and their. 
laws are the Constitution. Already they 
have abolished in effect the Legislative 
and Judicial Departments. So it is de- 
aligned to absorod all powers in the Con- 
gress. The two other departments that 
set aside Congress becomes the Govern- 
ment—its power more absolute than the 
Czar of Russia. We Knew a body thus 
orgabized to lose the responsibility and 
pass laws that good men would shudder 
at, and become more despotic and tyran- 
nical. Jefferson declared such a body 
the precise definition of despotic power. 
I would prefer to have power lodged in 
the hands of a wise, just and good prince 
than a domineering, extravegant, wicked 
and malicious Congress—this Congress 
that is usurping all power of the Govern- 
meat you are called upon to trust and re- 
epect; this Congress that has takeh 
away the trial by jury, that has 
denied the privilege of the writ of 
habeas corpus, that has ignored legiasla- 
tive bodies, while it pretends to work ia 
the cause of freedom abroad-—little 
Crete, the grand Turk of 
the oppressions of Poland, and of even 
old Ireland, God bless her, they have 
taken out a roving commission ia search 
of oppression abroad, while they stand 
with their fest on the necks of ten or 
twelve millions of freemen. The batile 
that [am fighting in the last years of 
my lfsis one that commenced in my 
early life. When the rebsilion com- 
menced I was for fighting it under the 
Constitution. Others differed with me 
and took an opposite course.

000. A miilion was paid when. tke 
bank refuced to pay the rest for want of 
coin. A setilement wae, however, ar- 
ranged without the checks going iato 
protest.

What onr Exchanges Say of the 
Crop Prosp: ct. 


THE WHEAT CrRop.— We do not think 
there was ever in Middle Tennessee, a 
finer prospect for a splendid wheat crop 
than the fields now show. We have 
been especially struck with admiration 
by the field of Boughton wheat on the 
farm of Col. Jno. 
Franklin. Itiathe best field of wheat 
that we have seen this year. It seems 
to be & preperty of thie species of wheat 
to grow out with more vigor and tiiler 
oui more profusely than any other va- 
riety. In ijjustration of this virtue, we 
bave before us a bunch of wheat taken 
from a fivid on the farm of Mr. M. S. 
Cockreli, which has forty stout, large 
sta.ks, all eprung from one grain, The 
forty average eleven inches in’ length, 
and we are essured that this is not an «x- 
traorcigary for the tield.—Dizie 
Farmer. 


CoTTON.—We learn from those who 
have traveled pretty extensively through 
Middle Tennessee ‘that more cotton will 
be cultivated this year than last. Many 
planters have prepared toconcentrate all 
iheir-energies on the staple, and will 
barely raise enougl corn and wheat for 
their own use. The season thus far has 
been unfavorable for ploughing and pre- 
paring the ground, but now that the 
weather is more settled, the fields are 
being got in readiness with ali possible 
haste.— Nashville Press and Times. 

THE GEORGIA WHEAT Crop.—The 
Rome (Ga.) Commercial, of Sunday, 
says that the wheat crop in that section 
is tooking tine. No accident occurring 
between this and barvest, a full crop is 
expected. Upto the present date the 
fruit erop bas not been injured.

—The recent frosts and cold weather,.

not to any serious extent, it is to be 
hoped. It is the opinion of those who 
are close observers and judges, that it 
had not arrived at that stage which ren- 
dered it susceptibie enough to frost to be 
materially damaged, If their opinion is 
correct, and doubtless it iz, we have sane 
guine hopes ofa good fruitcrop. <A great 
deal depends uyon the location. Fruit 
upon elevated ground will escape the ef 
fects of frost, when that apon lower 
ground is killed. A knowledge of mete- 
orology in planting orchards is very es- 
sential, as experienc*and science has de- 
monstrated.— Clarksville Patriot. 

—Last Friday was a cold, raw day, and 
towards night much anxiety was felt for 
the fruit, and all other tender vege‘ation 
that had made its appearance above the 
grouad. The peach erop has got to be 
one of much importance in this county, 
both asa luxury and @& marketable pro- 
duct, amd ita known sensitiveness to cold 
induce! many to sympathiz® with if. In 
spite of the sympathy, however, the frost 
came and the peaches went to the 
ground. As far ss we basave seen and 
heard, about half the peaches are killed. 
But this may not prove disastrous, after 
all, Kiod and sagacious nature provides 
for accidents of weather by furnishing a 
larger bumber of young fruit thau is 
necessary, and the destruction of half 
will give a fuller development to the re- 
mainder, in delicacy and proportion,— 
Columbia Hera:d.

Fight at Pulashi, 


Special Dispatch to the Nashville Banner. | 
PULASKI, April 8, 1869.—A fight took 
place on the Pubi:e Square bere this 
forenoon betweeo two militiamen and 
negro by the name of Dave Rhodes. 
Taree other negroes who saw and heard 
the beginning, say it originated in this 
way: The negro bad some rolls of leaf 
tobacco under his arm, and one of the 
militiamen asked him for some it. Tie 
negro refused, on the grouad that it was 
not his. Toe militiamen then tbreat- 
ened to take it ail from him, wien a 
quarrel ensued, the result of which waa 
that the militiamen attacked him with 
rocks. The negro retreated and the 
militiamen followed him about fifty 
yards, throwing stones at him al! the 
time. At length the negro turned on 
them and threw one rock. At this june- 
ture the Captain, who wus Officer of the 
Day, rushed between them, and, draw- 
ing his sword oa his men, stopped the 
fight. The negro was hit several times 
but not seriously hurt. The Captain ar- 
reated his. men. Major Aymett, our 
efficient town Constable, went to bim 
and demanded the men, that they might 
bs arraigned before the civil tribunals 
The Capiain very rudely ixsulted bim, 
and told him that his men could pot be 
tried by aay of his sort, and went go far 
as to ‘*d—n the couris,’’ and say, ‘ by 
G-d, none of my men can be tried by 
the civil courts of this couaty!’
